* WHEN we contemplate our aborrence of that condition 
to which the arms and tyranny of Great Britain were exerted 
to reduce us ; when we look back on the varicty of dangers to 
which we have been expofed, and how miraculoufly our wants 
-ia. many-inftances, have been {upplied; and our deliverances 
wrought, when even hope and, Cases fortitude have become . 
unequal to the confli¢t we are ynavoidably led to a ferious 
and grateful feufe of the manifold. bleflings which we have 
asdceréedly received from the hand of that Being from whence 

very good and perfect gift cometh, Imprefléd with thefe i- 
deas, we conceive that it is our duty, and we-rejoice that it is 
in our power, to extend a portion of that freedom to achers, 
which hath been extended to us; and a releafe from that ftate 
of thraldom to which ourfeives were tyrannicafly doomed, and 
from which we have now every profpe& of being delivered. 
It is not for fs to enquité-why, in the creation of mankind, 
the inhabitants of the feveral parts of the earth were diftn- 
guifhed by a difference in feature or complexion: It is fulh- 
cient to know, that’all ‘are the work of fan Almighty hand.
